Repairs to New Dreadnaught
Texas Will Take at Least

Two Days.
Hot-kin nd. Me., October 23..Engine

trouble to-day halted the standardiza-
tion trials of th< government's largest
I>readnaught, Texas. Tho breaking of
a valve stem on the forward low pres¬
sure cylinder wan the cause of the
trouble. It will take at least two days |
to make repairs.
So far as the tests to-day went they

were declared satisfactory by officials
of the board. The Texas went over
tho measured mile cotirsi* three times
each, at ten, twelve, fifteen, seventeen
and nineteen knots. .She had Just com¬
pleted her first run at twenty-one
knots when the accident hpppenedBroken parts of the engine to-night
were shipped to the Hath and Fore
River shipyards for repairs, officials
of the Newport News Ship-BuildingCompany said the Texas probablywould be ready to resume her trials
next Sunday. »

Tli«' Texas to-day ia the m^t p«wer-ful fl.ip afloat, and though other shipsunder construction for the Americanland foreign navies will be superior in
certain features as an "all round sea
fi«hter,'' as a member of tin- naval
board declares, "she is likely to remain
for several years ;it least with her sis¬
ter ship, the New York, in the tlrst lineof tho tieet, able to meet all-comers
on even terms."
The'Texas is eleven f^et longer than

any battleship in our navy, being 673feet over all. Her beam is 1»5 feet 21-:.' jInches, which will give her almost fif-
teen feet leeway in passing through jthe Panama Canal locks. Her draft of[2S1-2 feet will enable her to enter atleast four of the Atlantic navy-yards,and one on the Pacific coast.

It is expected, assuming that the
present trial trip is^successful. that the
new battleship will go into commissionabout Christmas time, under commandof Captain Albert \V. Crant, who forseveral months past lias been sta-tioned at Newport News inspecting thevessel in her last stages of construc-tion.

MRS. EATON WILL
TELL LIFE STORY

Woman Accused of Killing Hus¬
band to Testify in Own

Defense.

CLARK IS FIRST WITNESS

Attorney Indicates That Defense
Will Argue That Poison Was

Self-Administered.

Plymouth. Mas?., October L'3..Wtinn
tho trial of .Mr?. Jennie May Katon for
the murder of her husband, Hear Ad¬
miral Joesph G. Katon was resumed
here to-day It was announced by coun-
Hel for the defense that -Mrs. Eaton will
take the stand in her own deferiBo ami
tell the story of her life with the ad¬
miral to the Jury.
Attorney .1. >i. Geogan. In opening

for the defense, indicated that Mrs.
Eaton's main defense would bo that
the admiral was a confirmed druR user
and tiled from an overdose of poison
self-ad ministered.

Several hundred persons, mainly
women stormed the courtroom three
hours before the trial was resumed.
Mrs. Katon was paler than usual when
she took her seat in the prisoner's
cage. She seemed much affected dur-
iiiK her attorney's address.
Hoar Admiral Charles K. Clark, re¬

tired, of Washington, who command¬
ed the battleship Oregon in the Spanish
War and who navigated the Oregon
on her trip around Capo llorne, was
the first witness called for the defense.
He had been on the stand but a few
minutes when court adjourned.
Geogan told the jury that the prose¬

cution failed to establish any proof
that Mrs. Katon hail purchased or ad¬
ministered the white arsenic, which
the Stato alleges caused the admiral's
death.
Ho told the Jury that If they found

Mrs. Eaton had not committed this
overt act, as set forth In the indict¬
ment. then she must be found not guil¬
ty. He also touched upon the fact that
if Mrs. Katon was found to be insane
at tho time the crime was committed,
she must also be found not guilty. At¬
torney Geogah said:
"We will prove, however, that this

woman Ih entirely innocent of the
crime. We will show that what she
told the witnesses you have heard

| waH true in every particular, and not
the creations of a defective mind.
"We will show that when Mrs. Kat-

011 left the home of Hnlph Keyes that
she made no threat, but that she went

j to care for the admiral, believing him
about to become violently insano. Wo
will produce evidence to show that
Admiral Katon led a dual life ever
since his first marriage, and that he
(had dissipated for years. In conclu-
sion, we will show that a Boston phy¬
sician sola the admiral 4.COO tablets
of bromide of gold, which contained
fortv-six grams of arsenic."

TO BE ESTABLISHED

Cancer and Kindred Diseases j
Will Be Treated Absolutely

Withrut Charge.
(Special to The Times-Dispatch. J

Philadelphia, October "3..Dr. Charles
IV Parsons, chief of the bureau of the
division of mineral technology, of the
United States Hurenu of Mines, at the
convention of the American Mining
Congress to-day announced the es-
tnbllshment in the near future of two
free radium clinics where cancer and
kindred diseases, which have shown
improvement under radium treatment,
will be treated absolutely free .

One of radium cure clinics will be
opened at the Memorial Hospital, In
New York City, and the other In the
hospital of Dr. Howard A. Kelly, the
noted gynecologist of Johns Hopkins
University, Baltimore.

In rnnking the announcement. Dr.
Parsons said that the government was
Indebted to several men who had guar-
anteed the money through which twen-
ty-scven mining claims producing ra-
dlunl bearing ere in Colorado had been
acquired.
The men who have guaranteed the

money without hope of any but sclen-
title reward ns announced by Dr. Par-
sons are Dr. James Douglas, preai-
dent of the phelps-Dodge Company, of
New York City, dean of the mining
engineering profession; Dr. Howard A.
Kelly, of Baltimore; Archibald Doug¬
lass, of New York, and 13. .f. Maloney,
of Wilmington, Del.
To guarantee the success of the von-

ture. Dr. Parsons announced the incor-
porntlon of the National Radium In-

stltute for the purpose ot working? th®
mineral deposits on the claims; that
tho entire proposition will bo under
supervision of the Bureau of Mines;
that not olio ccnt's worth of tho ra¬
dium extracted will ho for sale; that
every milligramme of tho precious
metal will ho uned in the cause of hu-
inanity, and that a now method for[extracting: the radium has been devised
ami this will reduce the cost materi¬
ally.
